THE SEWAGE QUESTION. 


The Courier b;is lor years past been 


a persistent and consistent advocate 
of the protection or our sources of 
domestic water supply from pollution. 
It baa pointed out that the practise 
of using the streams for sewers must 
eventually be stopped. It has direct- 
ed attention to the fact that year af- 
ter year the 
problem 
of adequate 


-waer supply has become more serious, 
and that sewage disposal plants must 
finally be compulsory. 


The Courier was somewhat In ad- 


vance ot the times, but the times are 
catching up rapidly. At the last Res- 
Dion ol the Legislature a law wail en- 
acted practically forbidding 
further 


use of the streams as public sewers. 
IWithout the consent of the Depart- 
ment o! Health, it is today impos- 
sible to extend one foot the sewerage 
system of any community it that sys- 
tem empties into any stream or other 
Wource of water supply for domestic 
purposes. That the State authorities 
do not propose to issue any such pot- 
mibs is evidenced by the letter receiv- 
ed yesterday from the Department, of 
Health by the Trustees of the Cottagu 
State Hospital ot Connellsvllle. which 
latter is printed In our news columns. 


It Js apparent that the State pr> 


joses to set an example by taking care 
of the sewage of its own institutions, 
and that It will expect municipal cor- 
porations and others to do the same. 


The task of caring for municipal 


*ewage will be great, but It will have 
to be met in defense of the health an.I 
tbe lives of the people. 
Coal ami 


coke operators will also havo to look 
alter their mine Jialnage. but their 
problem will be easy compared with 
that of tho villages, towns and cities 
of the State. 


But it will all work out for the com- 


mon good, and when It does Boll-the- 
"Water warnings w'll not be necesuary. 


SAFETY GATES. 


Connellsvllle mny yet and soon have 


safety gates. A Dill has been Intro- 


" duced in the Legislature giving bor- 


oughs tho power to compel railway 
companies to eri'ct such appliances 
when and where '.he public safety de- 
mands them. 


It seems singukr that the boroughs 


have no such pow-3i under tho law as 
it now stands, since it seems to be not 
•an -unreasonable exercise ot that po- 
lice power inhere/it in borough cor- 
porations. 


The power to rsgulate other lines 


of business- in suca manner as to in- 
sure public safety is commonly exer- 
cised and is seldom or never Question- 
ed. 
Storage of high explosives, for 


example, IB not pormittod within tho 
borough of Connellsvllle because of 
Us danger. The operation of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad along and across cer- 
tain streets in tho town Is dally and 
hourly dangerous, yet the power ot the 
borough to compel the use o: safety 
gates or •watchmen is denied and has 
never been successfully exercised. 


The passage of the act referred to, 


however, will set alt doubts at rest, 
and the public may hope for that pro- 
tection juatly due them and so long 
and stubbornly denied. 


will cease. We always -wore unalter- 
ably opposed to them, and have time 
and again tried to Impress the fact 
upon the Dnlontown newspapers.

tween Connellsvillo and Uniontown.

Is that they ari made up ot patch- 
work legislation. There Is fame await- 
ing tho good lawyer who formulates, 
prosent.s Vud pushes to passage a com- 
plete borough code, Intelligently do- 
lining tho powers nnd duties ot Bur- 
gesses and Town Councils with rj- 
cpoct ii- tho police and to each other; 
providing for a Comptroller in the 
larger boroughs; regulating represen 
tatlon .ind length of terms ot Council- 
men and jgther officers, not forgetting 
Auditors. 


Borough government under existing 


laws IH largely guesswork. 
The v.i 


rious enactments are vague and oven 
conflicting. All thin might be remedied 
by a proper codification and re-ontici- 
mcnt ot the laws.
